Article  3.  The  Executive  Power  is  authorized  to  exempt  from 
1he  rates  of  duty  prescribed  by  the  present  law  the  following  arti- 
cles, subject  to  regulations  to  be  prescri^^  for  that  purpose  (See 
tariff  Nos.  34,35,  and  decree  of  novemt)er  30,  1915.  published  in 
«Gaceta  Oficial.  No.  12.701). 

Article  4.  Articles  of  prohibited  importation  are:  (See  tariff  Nos. 
36-41    inclusive). 

Article  5.  Merchandise  subject  to  duty  shall  be  classified  as 
lierelnafter  stated.  (See  tariff  Nos.  42-980  inclusive). 

Article  6.  In  declaring  any  article  of  import,  the  following  rules 
rshall  be  observed: 
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1.  The  importers  shall  draw  up  their  declarations  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  of  the  present  law,  and  with  the  prescriptions 
of  article  12,  law  XII  of  the  Treasury  Code  (a). 

2.  When  an  article  is  specified  in  the  tariff,  no  account  is  to 
be  taken  of  the  material  of  which  it  is  composed,  but  solely  of 
the  classification  wherein  it  has  been  placed. 

3.  For  the  determination  of  ad  valorem  surtaxes,  the  consular 
invoice  will  be  consulted,  the  customs  authorities  being  empowered 
to  follow  prior  declarations,  in  case  the  values  stated  are  obviously 
false. 

4.  To  determine  the  half  of  the  number  of  threads  in  a  square 
of  5  milimeters  to  the  side,  there  shall  be  used  a  thread  counter  of 
that  size;  the  number  of  threads  of  the  warp  shall  be  added  to  those 
of  the  weft  and  the  sum  divided  by  2,  any  fraction  that  may  result 
from  such  division  being  disregarded. 

5.  For  the  classification  of  the  fabrics  included  in  the  present 
law,  plain  textures  shall  be  deemed  those  in  which  single  weft  yarns, 
running  crosswise,  pass  alternately  over  and  under  each  of  the  warp 
yarns,  running  lengthwise,  forming  right  angles  ever  the  entire 
fabric,  and  in  which  single  warp  yarns,  running  lengthwise,  pass 
alternately  over  and  under  each  of  the  weft  yarns,  running  crosswise, 
forming  right  angles  over  the  entire  fabric.  In  such  fabrics  all  yarns, 
must  be  of  the  same  thickness.  Fabrics  which  do  not  meet  the 
above  requirements  shall  be  considered  as  figured  fabrics. 

Article  7.  When  goods  not  known  in  the  country  or  not 
specified  in  the  tariff  are  imported,  the  importer  shall  state  this  fact 
in  the  consular  invoice  and  address  to  the  Ministry  of  Finance  a 
petition  verified  by  the  customs  authority  and  accompanied  by  a 
sample  of  the  article   to  be   classified. 

Article  8.  For  the  clearance  by  entry  through  the  customhouses 
of  goods  exempted  from  duty  by  reason  of  laws  or  contracts,  a  pre- 
vious order  of  tte  Minister  of  Finance  shall  be  required  in  each 
case.    '     '  '• 

Article  9.  Articles  imported  knocked  down,  in  separate  pac- 
kages, when   they  are  appropriate  thereto,  shall  be  assessed    at  the 

same  rate  as  the  complete   article. 

Article  10.  When  empty  bottles  of  common  glass  are  imported 
in  cases  which  are  to  be  used  later  to  carry  the  same  number  of 
full  bottles,  the  bottles  and  the  cases  shall  be  assessed  at  the 
rate  prescribed  for  each  article. 

Article  11.  When  trunks,  travelling  .bags,  blankets,  or  cloth, 
are  u^etj,  without  a  depreciation  in  val;iie;6n  account  of   such  use,

Article  12.  Articles  which  are  found  upon  examination  to  belong 
to  tariff  classes  subject  to  surtaxes  and  which  are  declared  in 
the  same  classes  whithout  surtaxes,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalities  as  articles  found  upon  examination  to  belong  to  a  higher 
tariff  class   than  the  one  under  which   they  are   declared. 

Article  13.  Articles  subject  to  ad  valorem  surtaxes,  which  have 
been  declared  in  the  consular  invoices  at  a  value  below  their  real 
value,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalities  as  articles  found 
upon  examination  to  belong  to  a  higher  tariff  class  than  the  one 
under  which  they  are  declared. 

Article  14.  When  upon  examination,  merchandise  is  found  to 
be  improperly  declared,  so  that  it  io  of  less  weight,  or  of  a  lower 
tariff  class,  than  is  stated  in  the  declaration,  the  faCt  shall  be  set 
forth  in  the  official  report  of  the  examination,  which  shall  be  sig- 
ned by  two  merchants  of  recognized  standing  as  well  as  by  the 
Collector  of  Customs. 

Article  15.  The  Executive  power  is  authorized  to  increase  up 
to  25  per  cent  the  import  duties  on  merchandise  from  foreign 
countries  which  in  their  treaties  with  Venezuela  have  not  a  clause 
providing  for  the  most-favored-nation  treatment. 

Article  16.  The  Executive  power  is  authorized  to  increase, 
reduce  or  abolish  rates  of  duty  v/henever  justifiable  reasons  exist 
therefor  and  to  fix  rates  of  duty  for  articles  not  specified  in  this  law, 
giving  account  thereof  to  the  National  Congress  at  its  next  session. 

Article  17.  The  rates  of  duty  prescribed  by  article  1  of  the 
present  law  are  subject  to  the  legal  surtaxes  of  thirty  per  cent  (SO'j.) 
and  twenty  five  per  cent  f25";'u),  both  calculated  on  the  original  duties, 
and  the  resulting  amount  is  subject  to  a  surtax  of  one  per  cent 
(l",/,,)  of  a  sanitation  tax. 

Both  the  ad  valoiem  and  the  specific  surtaxes  specified  in  the 
present  law  are  equaliy  subject  to  the  surtaxes  stated  in  this 
article. 

Article  18.  The  import  tariff  law  of  July  1,  1912,  and  the  sub- 
sequent Executive  decisions   on  the  subject  are  hereby    repealed.
